London, April 12: 


AE following Account of the Revolt 
of Valencia to King Charles III, is taken 
from the laft Lettres Hiftoriques printed 


in Holland for the Month of March.. 


The Facts are of an old Date, but many 
remarkable Particulars of thofe Facts having not 
been given before, we doubt not the Publick will 
find them worth Reading. 

DE was the firft Place of Valencia that declar'd 
for King Charles III. Don Raphael Nebor, 
who commanded a Regiment of Horfe in the Service 
of Philip V, being grown weary of ferving fo unjuft 
a Caufe, came to that Town the Beginning of the 
Month of December, with his whole Regiment con- 
fiting of 400 Horfe, and 150 others moft of them 
Natives of Denia, whom he had feemingly furpriz’d 
in the Suburbs of Oliva, but who had indeed before- 
hand fignified they were difpos’d to joyn with him. 
He was receiv’d into the Town with great Joy by 
General Don Juan Baffet y Ramos the Governour. 
The 11th of December General Baffet and Col- 
fonel Nebot march’d together to Xabea, a little 
Town garrifon’d by 400 Bifcainers commanded by 


. Don Luis de Zuniga, and carried it by Affaulr. Of 


the Defendants 27 Men were kill'd ; the reft had 
Quarter given them on their throwing down their 
Arms and yielding themfelves Prifoners of War, 
with their Governour who was wounded in the 
Shoulder. Of the Auftrians only 7 were wounded. 

The rath they poffe{s'd themtelves of Oliva with 
like good Fortune. The News of which being car- 
ried to Gandia, a Town fituate but a League from 
Oliva, the Duke of Gandia who was in it imme- 
diately fled to Valencia, where he arrivd at 4a 
Clock the next Morning : The fame Night General 
Baffet and Collonel Nebot having Intelligence of his 
Flight, march’d to Gandia and entred it without Re- 
fiftance. 

The 13th General Baffet and Collonel Nebot 
made themfelves Mafters of Alzira, which is one 
of the principal Towns of the Kingdom of Valen- 
cia, and celebrated throughout Spain for its pleafant 
Situation ; it is befides pretty ftrong, a River run- 
ning round ir. The Viceroy of Valencia had de- 
tach'd 3 Troops of Horfe to guard it, and with them 
feveral Mules loaded with Ammunition, as alfo 2 
Auditors to give neceffary Orders; but M. Baffet 
and Nebot having Intelligence of it, detach’d Cap- 
tain Don Alexander Nebot with 50 Horfe to attack 
them in their March, which he did with fo great 
Valour, thar the Enemy were immediately broken 
and put to flight, and were purfued quite ro the 
Gates of Valencia. A great Number of Gentlemen 
came into the 2 foremention’d brave Leaders at 
Alzira, and among the reft fome of the principal 
Perfons of the Town of Xariva, who were very ur- 


_ Sent with them to march thither, affuring them they 


need not apprehend to find fhut the Gates of a Place 
whofe Inhabitants were difpos'd to receive them 
with open Arms. The 2 Chicfs were well enough 
inclin’d to go thither, but judg’d it more advifeable 
rather to march directly to the City of Valencia, 
where they had fecret Intelligence they fhould be 
well receiv’d. They ftaid however all the 14th at 
Alzita, and there receiv’d Deputies from a great 
Number of Towns and Places fituate on the River 
Xucar, which had declar’d for King Charles Il!. 

The 15th at 3 a Clock in the Afternoon, they 
began their March for Valencia, which is firuate é 
Leagues from Alzira. This March was made in the 
Night, with great Silence and all poffible Expedition, 
fo that the next Morning the Troops were before 
the Gate of St. Vincent, in Number 1000 Hor(e 
and 500 Foot regular Troops, befides a much greater 
Number of armed Peafants. They fent in a Trum- 
peter to fummons the Magiftrates to furrender to 
their lawful Soveraign King Charles III, and to 
threaten if they refus'd to treat them hoftilely ; the 
Anfwer was, thatit could not be done fo fuddenly 
as was demanded, becaufe the Viceroy and the com- 
mon Council were firft to confult together, and 
Would affemble forthwith for that purpofe. M. 
Baflet and Nebot confented to it; inthe mean time 
they fet Mento work to lodge themfelves behind 
the Convent of St. Auguftin, near the Gate towards 
the Sea, and cheir Forces advanc’d by Degrees to 
the very Walls of the City. This was but juft done, 
when the Marquis de Villa Garcia, the Viceroy, 
fent out one of his Servants to tell them that he 
would not yield up the Place, and to warn them 
toretire ; bur they reply’d they would keep their 
Ground. Affoon as the Inhabitants of the City 
were appriz’d of this, they defir’d to capitulate for 
themfelves, and Hoftages were exchang’d on both 
fides ; thofe on the Pair of the Affailants were Don 
Juan de Targa, and Don Jayme Porte. In the mean 


time Captain Don Alexander: Nebor, full of Fire, 
and Impatience, put himfelf at the Head of a Troop, 


having the Picture of King Charles in one Hand 
and his Sword drawn in the other, and rode towards 
the Gate crying out Long live King Charles, as did 
thofe who follow’d him. There needed no more to 
put all the reft of the Affailants in Motion, and 


notwithftanding the Count of Carlet call’d out to' 


them from the Wall to have a litte Patience, above 
200 Men advanc’d with Hatchets and Barrils of 
Powder to break open or blow up the Gate. M. 
Baffet and Nebot f{ceing things go on thus, com- 
manded 500 Men to force theit Way in at the Gare 
call’d Quart, and others to attempt the like at thofe 
call’d the Sea-Gate and the Royal-Gate, ordering 
them at the fame time to inveft the Viceroy’s Palace 
adjoyning to the laft mention’d Gate, which was 
executed fo happily that the Viceroy himfelf was 


taken Prifoner in ict. Things being brought to this 


Pafs, the Magiftrates fent their Secretary with the 
Keys of their Cicy, and caus’d all their ae be 
thrown 
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thrown open, without asking any Terms of Capitu- 
lation, Captain Alexander Nebor encred the City 
ficft, carrying inftead of a Standard the Picture of 
King Charles, and shouting with his Followers, 
Viva, viva, nueftro Rey Carlos Tercero ; Viva la 
Cala de Amftria, in which all the People joyn d 
with the greateft Demonftrations of Aficction 
and Joy ; and the whole Night was fpent in Featt- 
ing and Rejoycing, with Luminations and Boniires. 
Whac is very remarkable is, that in all this Expedi- 
tion not one Man was kill’d or wounded on either 
Side# As Don Alexander Nebot was coming out of 
the Gate of the Viceroy’s Palace a Carbine was fird 
at him, which kill’d his Horfe but did him himtelf 
no Hurt. 

° The 21% Te Deum was fang in the Cathedral! in 
Thank(giving for this happy, Succefs, All the Coun- 
cils and Courts of Jattice aififted at it, with an in- 
numerable Crowd of People as well of the City as 
of the Country. adjacent, and the Rejoycings were 
continued feveral Days. The greateit Part of the 
Towns and Villages of the Kingdom of Valencia 
follow'd the Example of the Capital City 5 and 
of -hem norcontent with declaring fur King Charles 
III and f-nding Deputies to Valencia to acknow- 
ledge him, fentin Truops allo well accoutred, both 
Hor fe and Foot.
